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Clipper’s “23 Years Ago” of the annual 
Guard payroll, it now totals around $25,477 
in a 12-month period, A stable and storage 
room formerly used by Capt. Rowe's ‘unit 
have been replaced with an armory, truck 
shed and parking area, Warrant Officer Al- 
bert Reeves is the only full time Guardsman 
now on duty.
